The Cow Case 


A case of considerable importance 
to the town and community, in fact 
perhaps the most important case 
that has fallen to our local justices 


to adjudicate on, came before Mr, 
Vickery on Saturday, 

The charge was laid by Freder- 
ick H. Tucker, Bailiff, and the ac- 


cused was no other than the pound- 
keeper and the town constable, who, 
in the regalia of his office, pleaded 
not guilty. The charge against 


him was that on the 6th inst., he 
did unlawtully make demand and 
receive unauthorized charges in 


connection with the impounding of 
one cow and its calf, the property 
of Mr. Tucker, contrary to sec, 37, 
sub.-sec, 3 and sec, goof the Pound 
District Ordinance 


Mr, T. M. Wears, Barrister, 
prosecuted, and Mr J J Petrie, Bar- 
rister, defended. 

The chief evidence was given by 
Mr Tucker and the pound-keeper. 
Mr Wear asked the latter what 
offices he held in town, as he could 
not remember all those specified in 
a recent issue of THe STANDARD, 
but the constable also seemed at a 


loss as he was unable to run them 
off, so numerous and varied are 
they, 


Ultimately the question narrowed 
itself down to an interpretation of 
the Town Act, which although, al- 
lowing the Council of every town to 
pass by-laws provided they must 
not be inconsistent with an Act of 
the Province. Mr. Wears, for the 
prosecution, contended that they

Darkness and Silence Essential 
Most Important Movements 


to 


Owing to the 
ern artillery, 


havoc caused by mod- 
commanders are now car- 


rying out a considerable number of 
their most important movements un- 
der the protective cover of darkness. 


The night attack is a form of tactics 
which is becoming increasingly popu- 
lar, and night fighting has developed 
into quite a science, All maaner of 
ingenious ruses are practiced to en- 
able large bodies of troops silently 
to advance across country and launch 
an unexpected attack on the enemy 
The success of such tactics depends 
very largely on the silence with which 
they are carried out. During night 
operations troops ure strictly forbid- 
den to carry their rifles at the “slo: 
which is to say, across their shoulder. 
This is to prevent the muzzle of the 
rifle glittering in the moonlight above 
the undergrowth. The men have to 
carry their arms in the right hand, 
but never with the left, the reason 
being that the bayonet is slung on 
the left side, and the weapon would { 
continually rattle against the rifle, and 
cause a sound which could be heard 
tor a long distance, especially if 
several hundred soldiers’ bayonets and 
rifles clashed. To cut noise down to 
a minimum troops during a night at- 
tack never march in step. The steady 
rhythmic tramp of several hundred 
men would be heard for miles. 
Hard roads are avoided, and 
soldiers march in broken step 
side of the road, on the grass, 
sible, twe columns of men occupying 
each side of the highway, this forma- 
tion being the usual marching forma 
ation of “fours” cut in two. Should 
an alarm be sounded the troops can 
quickly conceal themselves each :

Town Council. 


The regular meeting of Strath- 
more Town Council was held on 
Tuesday evening, Mayor Lambert 
presiding, Other Councillors 
present were Messrs Bremer, Zerkle 
and Anderson, 

Minutes of last meeting were read 
by Secretary Hill and adopted. 

MR. TUCKERS' COW. 

A portentous communication was 
read from Mr T M. Wears, on be- 
half of F. H. Tucker, protesting 
against the pcundkeeper’s action ir 
seizing the latter’s cows, such 
action being denounced as illegal, 
unwarrantable and oppressive. 
Mr Wears stated that his client 
would hold the town responsible 
for any loss or damage he might 
sustain 

A series of points which the 
Council were advised to give heed 
to included a provision that the 
calf must not be allowed to suck its 
mother, that the cow must be 
mitked twice daily, and that milk so 
obtained must be handed over to 
the cow’s owner, or be allowed as 
a credit on the pound fees. The 
letter recounted bow a proposition 
had been made to the Mayor, but 
not acted upon, that the cow and 
calf be released, the other cow being 
left as security, and that this had 
not been acted upon, 

_ Another letter protested against 
Frank Seales having paid pound 
fees amounting to $2.65, and gett- 
ing the cows out of pound, and 
asking that the money be returned 
Mr Seales. 

The Council decided to fight the 
case to the Privy Council ‘t need be, 
and mention was made of a sum- 
mons having been issned against 
the Mayor aud Town Council. One 
and all declared that they would 
fight to the last drop of milk rather 
than let Mr Tucker put it over 
them, and they viewed with equan- 
amity the prospect of being locked 
in their own jail. 

ROLL OF HONOR. 

A letter was read from the D. 
O, C.’s Office, Calgary, suggesting 
that the Council have a roll of 
honor of the men from Stra'hmore 
who had enlisted prepared and 
hung in the Council Chamber, also 
being published in the local paper. 
It was agreed to act upon this sug- 
gestion, the Council having had 
something of that sort in their 
minds for some time past. 


Councillor Anderson suggested 
as a precaution against fire, that an 
e:npty barn on Third Street be 
closed up to prevent tramps and 
children getting in. It was decided 
to write the lawyers who were 
looking after the property, asking 
permission to do this. 

The cow question cropped up 
again when it was mentioned that 
cows had been seen in the park, 
The Council decided that they 
would have to get out of that. 

A GENEROUS OFFER. 

The Mayor stated that Mr W, 
Vickery had offered to place a cul- 
vert at the mudhole on the road 
south from the Catholic Church if 
the Town would supply the lumber. 

It was explained that this was 
not the Town's property, it having 
been ceded to the C.P.R, some time 


ago, but that the Company had 
never closed it up. Indeed, it was 
mentioned that the local C.P.R. 


Superintendent himself had had his 
car stuck there for three-quarters ot 
an hour late'y. 

It was however, decided to ac- 
cept Mr Vickery’s offer, and to get 
the lumber.
